eating an utter faflure on his part to ap- 
preciate the responsibilities and dignity of 
the judicial office.” These improprieties, the 
report declares, are “ deserving of criticism 
and worthy of censure.” 

While severe denunciation of Judge Chet- 
lain’s official and unofficial acts was ex- 
pressed in nearly every paragraph of the 
fifteen page printed report, the conclusions 
were summed up in these two terse sentences: 

“The committee finds that Arthur H. Chet- 
lain has been guilty of grave infractions of that 
conduct which is becoming a judge, and that 
he has by his reckless actions seriously impaired 


his usefulness in that High office.” 
“We do not ind Judge Arthur H. Chetlain 
guilty of corruption, but we do find nim guilty 


of conduct unbecoming a judge.“ 


Strong Hint to Resign. 

The verdict of unbecoming conduct is con- 
sidered the strongest hint the lawyers’ or- 
ganization could give to the judge that he 
ought to resign his position on the bench. 
This was admitted tacitly by officers of the 
association, who declared that had he been 
found guilty of corruption it would have been 
in order for the organization to institute 
impeachment proceedings. 

Whether Judge Chetlain will resign is a 
matter of speculation. While he declined last 
night to make a statement, his attorneys, 
John 8S. Miller and J. M. Sheean, declared 
there was nothing in the findings to justify 
resignation. It is assumed the judge will 
follow the advice of his counsel. As bearing 
on the improbability of the judge resigning, it 
js pointed out that he is indebted to the 
amount of $89,000, and that his salary is as- 
signed covering a period of several months 
in advance. N

HERO DROWNS IN WIFE’S SIGHT. 


Man Attempts Rescue of Boy from a 
Pond, Rope Breaks, and Both 
Lose Their Lives. 


Morristown, N. J., Dec. 26.—Before the 
eyes of his young wife George Davis, aged 


tempt to rescue John Arke, an 8 year old 
boy, from drowning. 

The boy went out on the ice of the Rock- 
away river and broke through. Davis and 
his wife saw Arke drop into the water, and 
Davis cut down the clothesline in his yard 
and tied one end about his waist. He gave 
the other end to his wife and started toward 
the boy, who was floundering about in the 
broken ice. 

Lying down Davis reached out and seized 
Arke, and shouted to his wife to haul in on 
the rope. She drew her husband back from 
the hole until the boy was out of the water. 
As she started to pull again the rope broke 


and the man and boy slid back inte the water 
and were drowned 


to jail. The physician calmly remained in 
her seat till the five minutes had expired, de- 
claring her willingness to go to jail. 

She “bluffed” the court temporarily. 
When the five minutes were up the judge 
“found it tmposeible to send the woman to 
jail without giving her opportunity to get 
full advice from her lawyer.” But even as 
she was given until this morning to make 
her apology or go to jail for six months, she 
openly declared that she would refuse to 
obey the court’s order, and that she would 
not appear in court today. 

„She is the most insulting woman thet I 
have ever seen,” said Judge Crowe. 

„Well, I won't apologize and I won't pay a 
Ane, said Dr. Lobdell, getting the last 
word,” as che left the courtroom. 


Doctor Fighting for Principle. 

In an interview given to THz TRIBUNE at 
midnight, after she had several hours to 
„think it over.“ Dr. Lobdell said she refused 
to testify because she was determined to 
begin a fight to force the payment to physi- 
clans of proper compensation for expert 
testimony in criminal cases, and incidentally 
to set on foot a movement whereby physi- 
clans will be paid for services rendered to 
inmates of institutions not maintained by 
voluntary subscription. 

Under the laws of Illinois a physician can 
be required to give testimony regarding the 
condition of a patient at the time of an ex- 
amination made, and to testify further as to 
the condtt ion of the patient at various times 
during treatment, but a physician ie not re- 
quired to give “ expert testimony —to give 
opinions or answer hypothetical questions— 
unless paid for it.

COLORADO MOB STORMS JAIL, 
BUT FAILS TO GET PRISONER. 


Tramp Who Murdered Farmer in Brutal 
Way in Danger of Lynching at Las 
Animas. 


Las Animas, Colo., Dec. 26.—After attempt- 
ing in vain to force its way into the county 
jail here and lynch Lawrence Leberg, a tramp 
who yesterday murdered Henry Lavenmeyer, 
a farmer, a mob which gathered early in the 
evening, dispersed. The mob worked its way 
into the jail as far ap the steel doors by 
breaking down the wooden doore, but was 
met with a stern refusal By the jail keepers 
to turn over the prisoner, and finally gave 
up. 

Leberg’s crime was inhuman. Alighting 
from a Santa Fe freight train yesterday aft- 
ernoon at Robinson station, near this city, he 
crossed the river and secured a meal from a 
farmer named Purvis. When Leberg finished 
eating he demanded lodging, but was refused 
because of his abusive language. Leberg 
left the Purvis farm, and after preparing a 
camp on the river bank started back toward 
Purvis’ place, evidently bent on revenge. 

He set fire to a haystack belonging to 
Henry Lavenmeyer, thinking it was the 
property of Purvis. The fire attracted La- 
venmeyer, who took Leberg into custody, al- 
lowing him to ride behind him on his horse. 
When Lavenmeyer dismounted to open the 
gate at the road entering his ranch, Leberg 
struck him on the head with a hammer 
which he found tied to Lavenmeyer’s saddle. 
The latter fell, stunned, and Leberg beat him 
over the head until he became tired. The 
tramp left his victim lying in the road and 
went back to his camp at the river side. He 
returned goon after, and with a pocket knife 
he cut Lavenmeyer’s throat and attempted 
to scalp him. 


WIFE COAXES BANKER TO BAR; 
WORKS AS LABORER IN HIDING. 


Kansas Cashier Returns to Face the 
Music After Flight of Weeks— 
Falls Ill Away from His Home.

Sedan, Kas., Dec. 26.—[{Special.]—Otto D. 
Stallard, cashier of the People’s National 
bank, who fled on Sept. 18, leaving a shortage 
of about §25,000, returned today and surren- 
dered himself. He was persuaded to this 
step by his wife, who went to Dallas, Tex., 
and brought him home. 

When Stallard fied he says he rode and 
walked to the southern part of the Indian 
territory. There he secured work as a la- 
borer at $1.75 a day. After working a short 
time he was taken sick. Upon his recovery 
he again began laborer’s work, but soon was 
stricken again. This time he lay for weeks 
in a lumber camp in a serious condition. 
For a time his life was despaired of. 

As soon as he was able to leave the camp he 
left for Dalias, Tex., where he worked again 
as a day laborer, enduring all hardships 
imaginable until last Monday.

New Wage Scale Offered. 
President Mitten, after the demands of the 
employés and the report of the city experts 
on the wage question had been heard, offered 
a new scale, to be put in operation as scon

The employés asked for 33% cents an hour. 
but without committing themselves to an ac 
ceptance, received the proposition in such ¢ 
way as to indicate their willingness to make 
an agreement with the companies on this 
basis if their locals will support them. The 
wage question was left to a conference, to be 
held by the companies, the employés; and 
Walter L. Fisher, representing the city, on 
Monday. 


Union Traction Answer. 

While these steps are being taken to accom 
plish the settlement which Taz Tune 
referendum has shown to be the desire of 
four out of five votes, the Union Traction 
company’s affairs are to be adjusted in New 
York. 

Mr. Fisher, with Chairman Charles Werne 
of the transportation committee and Attor- 
ney Samuel Adams, one of the cily’s traction 
lawyers, will go there this afternoon at 2:30 
to meet Louis C. Krauthoff, who is author- 
ized to speak finally for the eastern interests. 

‘* Heretofore,"’ Mr. Fisher explained to the 
committee, “I have refused to go to New 
York for a settlement of these affairs. I have 
ingisted that the place to discuss them was 
Chicago and not New York, and Mr. Kraut- 
poff, who is authorized to handle the eastern 
interests, was coming here. He is i and his 
wife is serjously ill, and because of this lam 
willing to go there.“ 

“The committee also should be represent- 
cd, sald Mayor Dunne. 

What do you expect to learn by going?” 
asked Ald. Frank I. Bennett. Do you ex- 
pect to bring back the company’s accept- 
ance?’ 

“I expect to know when I return what 
they propose to do and whether or not they 
are in a position to accept. Mr. Fisher said. 

With this understanding the committee re- 
quested Chairman Werno to make the trip 
as the representative of the city council. 


Increasing Demand for Settlement. 

These successive steps bring the issue te 
the verge of tte final adjustment by the city 
council, and do so supported by a daily in- 
creasing demand from the citizens that such 
a course be pursued. One strong expression 
of this demand came from the Industrial club 
of Chicago during the day. Thie organiga- 
tion of city business men, of which Gustave 
F. Fischer te president, passed resolutions 
reading as follows: 

“ Whereas, There is an immediate need of 
improved street railway service and the orif- 
nances now under consideration by the city, 
in our judgment, offer a fair and satisfactory 
adjustment of traction affairs, and requige 
not only first clase street car service but pro- 
vide for many advantages not hitherto en- 
joyed by the public and secure to them ad. 
quate facilities for the proper transportation

Council Committee Meeting. 

The transportation committee session, held 
to consider additional amendments to the 
City railway ordinance, started out with a 
consideration of the wage question. A re- 
port signed by Bion J. Arnold, M. E. Cooley, 
and A. B. Du Pont, carrying the findings 
of these experts in their investigation of 
wage conditions, brought up the question. 

The experts had taken the demands of the 
street railway employés and had investi- 
gated their bearing on the finances of the 
two companies. Of these demands the ex- 
perts recommended favorably those asking 
for the abolition of trailers, the vestibuling 
of all cars, including summer cars, and the 
substitution of power brakes for ratchet and 
hand brakes. 

They advised against the establishment of 
an eight hour minimum and ten hour maxi- 
mum working day within twelve consecutive 
hours and against the request for a minimum 
wage scale of 3831-8 cents an hour. They 
reported that the maximum of 25 cents an 
hour now paid in Chicago is exceeded by only 
three cities, Denver, San Francisco, and 
Seattle. The adverse recommendation on 
tlie wage question was based on the fact 
that the increase asked would diminish the 
net earnings by $1,817,082 and leave only 
$720,522, estimated, for distribution between 
the city and the companies. 


‘ Statistics Disconcert Employes. 

The employés were represented by J. H. 
Larkin, president of division 241; E. Dee- 
gan, president of division 216; L. C. W. Mills, 
recording secretary of division 241; J. L. 
Perry, president of division 260; M. C. Buck- 
ley, J. A. Jarvis, and H. D. Martin. : 

They were disconcerted by the figures of 
the experts, and in anewer asserted that 
they were not provided with statistics to 
disprove the contention that an increase 
would be impossible without dissipating the 
larger portion of the net receipts. They 
insisted, however, that the two systems 
could be operated in such a way as to make 
it possible to pay larger wages. 

They insisted that larger corporations 
everywhere were recognizing the fact that 
the cost of living was increasing steadily, 
anu were making it a tangible recognition, 
by increasing the pay of their employés. 

Ald. Dever supported them by saying that 
he thought the question should be adjusted 
with an eye to such conditions ag the em- 
ployés described, and in recognition of the 
fact that conditions of street railway em- 
Ployment in Chicago were made difficult be- 
cause of the crowded cars and thefongested 
streets. 


Statement of Mr. Mitten. 


Mr. Mitten's proposition for a wage increase 
came towards the close of the discussion. 

“I would be much disappointed, he said, 

“if I had nothing to gay that would promise 
a better condition for the conductors and 
motormen. I helieve that a better condition 
can come in this way: We are operating to- 
day at an average speed of 8.3 miles an hour. 
We are paying today 24 per cent of our gross 
receipts to trainmen in wages. The average 
in thirteen of the larger cities of the country 
ig 19.6 per cent. 
Nom, the reasons for low speed are an- 
tiquated equipment, bad tracks, bad ter- 
minals, numerous crossings of street car 
tracks—all of which go to make stoppage 
and delay. Those things must be removed, 
and to the extent that they are removed to 
that extent can we advance wages. 

“The accomplishment of these things may 
be delayed temporarily, but I believe we can 
bring the average speed up to at least nine 
miles an hour. When this is possible we 
shall be able to start conductors and motor- 
men at 25 cents an hour instead of 19 cents, 


and increase them at the rate of 1 cent an 


hour per year for five years, until they are | 


earning 30 cents an hour.“ 

He was asked if this would be possible with- 
in the three years allowed for rehabilitation 
and said that he was positive it would be 
possible. 

Employes Favor the Offer. 


Members of the committee then asked the 
trainmen if such a settlement would not be 
satisfactory to them, and they replied that 
R would not be possible for them to decide 
until their locals had passed on it. 

“I have found that the officials of the City 
railway glways live up to their promises,“ 
said Mr. Buckley, and if Mr. Mitten says 
that such a scale can be put in operation 1 
am inclined to believe it will de.“ 

One or two of the employés objected that 
such a scale Was an inducement to the com- 
pery to discharge men as they reached the 


90 cent maximum and fill their places with 


me men at 25 cents an hour, but the ma- 
ority of the employés admitted in answer 
to questions that it had been the policy of 
the companies to retain the old men as long 
as they proved themselves efficient, 

Mr. Mitten further said trat the increase 


5 would be given to men who now had been 


in the employment of the company for five 
years or who would have served that time 
when it became possible to grant the raise. 

It was exphained at length that the increase 
in car speed meant a relative decrease in op- 
erating expenses, and this would make pos- 
gible the increase in wages. 

The trainmen finally agreed to take up the 
Question with the officials of the two com- 
panies and the city Monday. 


Mail Carriers Want Concession. 


With the issue of wages temporarily set- 
tlhed the committee heard further arguments 
from representatives of the National Asso- 
ciation of Letter Carriers, L. T. Whitaker 
and Max Wertheimer representing the local 
branch. The letter carriers urged the adop- 
‘tion of an amendment which would provide 
for taeir free transportation when in uni- 
form, the present provision in the ordinance 
being that they shall be carried free when 
they are on duty. 

Attorney Gurley for the Union Traction 
company insisted that there was no more 
reason for the carrying of mall carriers off 
duty free than there was for the carrying of 
school teachers. Mr. Whitaker insisted that 
a mail carrier's uniform made him a public 
servant at ail times when he wore it. 

The question finally resolved itself into one 

f whether the companies could be protected 

a provision which would secure for them 

dditional compensation from the federal 

overnment or would permit them to revoke 

he privilege at least in part. This question 

if. be consicered furtaer by representatives 
of the carriers, the companies, and the city. 

The aldermen ran through the ordinance

rights. 
Voters Oppose Delay. 

On the subject of settlement the voters re- 
aponding to THE TRIBUNE'S referendum con- 
tinue to express themselves decidedly against 
delaying settlement till spring.

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Building Says He Did Just 
What City Wanted. 


MORE GRAFT IS ALLEGED. 


Building Commissioner Says Ald. 
Hoffman Wanted to Recoup“ 
on „L““ Grant. 


Jacob L. Kesner appeared before the Bart - 
zen “graft” investigating committee yee- 
terday to reply to the charge that he has 
‘fimflammed the city in failing to pro- 
vide 88,000 square feet of space in the new 
Municipal Court building. . ; 

He said there was no flimnam about 
it, since. the lease merely called for a twelve 
story building, not, for a definite amount 
of space. He couldn't see why the city 
should not pay rent for the air shaft up 
through the twelve different stories, It 
was built, he said, at the city’s request, 
not his. 

At the morning session Commissioner 
Bartzen sprung a sensation by testifying 
that Ald. Reinberg had told him that Ald. 
Hoffman of the Eleventh ward had ex- 
pressed his unwillingness some time ago 
to vote for the Northwestern Elevated ex- 
tension ordinance until he had been seen,” 
adding that he had spent 35, 000 to be elected 
alderman, and want to recoup. 

Bartzen's version of this conversation, 
which is alleged to have taken place at the 
Union restaurant, was supparted by James 
H. Clark, a hardware dealer, who happened 
to be present at the dinner, byt was contra- 
dicted in toto by Aid. Reinberg and Ho- 
man. : 

Didn’t Rent on Space Basis. 

“Isn't it a fact that every building in the 
downtown district is rented by the square 
foot? Kesner was asked, after he had re- 
ted quite briefly what little he knew 
about the preliminary negotiations for the 
lease. 

No, he said, not necessarily.” 

“ Well, aren't all office buildings rented that 
way? 

I suppose most of them are.“ he replied; 
„put I never agreed to do it in this cage. I 
told them I'd furnish a twelve story building 
at an Annual rental of $88,000. I never said 
how much area it would contain. Never 
mentioned the price per square foot. In fact, 
I didn’t figure it out at all. 

„ left the details to the city architect and 
Judge Gilbert,’ the witness went on: “I 
owned the building next door, and could as- 
sure them the permanence of the light shaft.”

Bennett 
said that it was an accident. 


“Graft” Charge a Surprise. 

The Hoffman charge came as a surprise to 
the committee. At the insistence of J. E. In- 
gram the members had called in Ald. Hoff- 
man and asked him what he knew about the 
report that Bartzen had said that boodle 
had helped pass the Marshall Field ordi- 
nance. 

The alderman quoted Bartzen as having 
said that money had passed that ordi- 
nance.”’

Crazed to the point of believing, himself a 
yardmaster, A. C. Murphy, who is believed, 
from letters on his person, to live at 2900

‘HOME RULE’ WAR BITTER 


United Societies Will Oppose 
Puritan' Sunday Even in 
Legislature. 


Municipal suffrage for women and the 
„nome rule demanded by the United So- 
cieties are the two live subjects echeduled 
for the charter convention this afternoon. 

Together they will make the session of more 
general interest than the average end will 
probably fill the galleries, to judge from vhe 
inquiries which have flocded the members re- 
garding these two issues. 99 ¥e 

The first may or may not maké a strong 
showing in votes, but its adyocetes are bent 
on putting it up to the convention in the 
strongest possible fashion. Louis F. Post, 
Prof. Graham Taylor, Raymond Robins, and 
several others will lead the fight for the 


women. 
“Liberty” a Issue. 

This issue, however, is not regarded as 80 
ticklish, a proposition as the demand of the 
personal liberty element that the charter 
reserve to the city the right to make its own 
laws on dramshops. The United Societies, 
through their board of directors, have al- 
ready announced thetr determination to fight 
the charter at Springfield if their. request 
is denied. Thus far the opposing faction has 
not the same strentious showing. The fight 
will probably come on a motion to reconsider 
the thoughtless adoption by the convention 
of a section which would leave intact the 
general state laws. This would include what 
the United Societies regard as the Puri- 
tan provision forbidding the sale of liquor 
on Sunday. 

: Post Fights School Laws. 

Last night's session was given up to a dis- 
cussion of the educational provisions in the 
charter. including the adoption of a com- 
pulsory education clause which is expected 
considerably to reduce the truancy of chil- 
dren between the ages of 14 and 16 years. 
The debate throughoyt the evering followed 
the usual linea, Louis F. Pest and James 
Lineghan fighting, though without success. 
against the adoption of most of the clauses 
that tended to centraiize the power in the 
hands of the superintendent of schools. 


To End Text Book Wrangles. 
Prof. Taylor offered an amendment con- 
densing the clauses relating to the superin- 
tendent of schools, ag follows: 


Appointments, promotions and transfers of 
teachers, principals, assistant and district su- 
perintendents, and other educational and attend- 
ance officers shall be made, and text books and 
specifications for educational apparatus shall be 
introduced only upon the recommendation of the 
superintendent of education, with the approval of 
the board of education, by a two-thirds vote of 
ail its members. 

Provided, that said text books and apparatus, 
when once adopted, shall not be changed within 
the four years thereafter. 

This was adopted after some little dis- 
cussion as the best way to give the super- 
intendent of schools the dignity and power 
which they felt he should have. 


Names Teachers on Merit. 

The next section, creating. the post of busi- 
mess manager, was also passed, imciuding the 
provision requiring him to have among his 
employés an architect and engineer, both 
under ciyil service. 

The convention then passed on the consid- 
eration of the appointment of teachers, de- 
cided that they should be given their place 
for merit only after a probationary period 
of three. years of satisfactory service, and 
should enjoy permanent tenure during good 
behavior except that the board “ need not 
rétain in service more teachers or principals 
than, in its own judgement, the needs of the 
schools require.“ 

Louis F. Post precipitated the only discus- 

sion of the evening with a resolution to the 
effect that the salary of the teachers should 
not be cut during their term of office. He 
did this, he said, not because he thought it 
was a wise move but because the convention 
had adopted a similar provision regarding 
the salary of the superintendent. 

J want to see things equalized,” he said.

Call Post’s Scheme Unfair. 

That's not a fair application, said B. A. 
Eckhart. 
have a permanent position. He is hired from 
time to time. It is only fair to guarantee him 
his stipulated salary during his term of of- 
fice. Such a provision for the teachers would 
prevent the school board from ever reducing 
their salaries, no matter how urgent was the 
necessity for doing 80.“ 

Post’s amendment was overwhelmed. 

John W. Hill tried to secure a provision 
placing the appointment and promation of 
teachers in the hands of a board to consist 
of the superintendent, a district or assistant 
superintendent, named by him, and threa 
educational experts named by the board of 
education. This was defeated on a motion 
of Walter Raymer, leaving the entire ques- 
tion of the appointment of this board to the 
board of education-.itself. 


Pass “Compulsory” Clause. 

Joseph A. O'Donnell made a hard fight 
against the adoption of the compulsory ed- 
ucation section, pleading that it meant too 
much interference by the state in the affairs 
of the home, but the members grew eloquent 
in its defense and adopted the section viva 
voce, O'Donnell alone voting against it. It 
provides that the maximum age of cempul- 
sory school attendance shall be increased 
from 14 to 16 years, but exempts children who 
are engaged in good faith in regular em- 
ployment for not less than five hours a day 
for not less than five days a week. 


TOUCHES LIVE WIRE; KILLED. 


William H. Rook, Fixing Dynamo at 
City Railway Power House, Meets 
Almost Instant Death. 


Within sight of dozens of fellow-workmen 
who were watching hm, William H. Rook. 
34 years old, 3338 Union avenue, was elec- 
trecuted early last evening in the power 
house of the Chicago City railway, Twenty- 
first and Dearborn streets, when he touched 
a live wire in a large dynamo. 

Rook, who was an electrician, had been 
employed by the railway company for sev- 
eral years. He was attempting to adjust a 
piece of wire In the dynamo when his un- 
protected hand came in contact with a live 
wire. 

The shock twisted Rook's body over the 
top of the machine. and it. was necessary to 
shut off the generator before his body could 
be released.

Colored Woman Physician Says Since

Dr. A. B. Schultz, a colored woman phy- 
sician at 2710 State street, charged a police 
plot to murder her and her husband yes- 
terday by burning her fiat, tracing the at- 
tempt back to her connection with the 
trial of fo:-mer. Inspector P. J. Lavin, in 
which she was a witness for the prosecu- 
tion. 

Dr. Schuitz based her theory on the fact 
that two fires of incendiary origin had 
been discovered in her flat since Christmas 
eve, in one of which her husband came close 
to death.

ONION FIGHTS WAGE RAISE 


FIREMEN’S ORGANIZATION PRE- 
FERS TWO PLATOON SYSTEM. 


Campaign Against Increase of Pay to 
Be Secret, Carried On Merely te 
Advance Prospects of Other Ide 
Chief and Men Give Radically Dit.- 
ferent Estimates as te Expenses 
Involved—Nonaffiliated Members of 
Department Work for More Pay. 


An open campaign for the double platoon 
system and secret opposition to the 10 per cent 
increase in wages was deolded on at a meeting 
of the Firemen’s association (the union) in 
the Masonic temple yesterday. The commit- 
tees that will seek to influence the aldermen 
were named and communications from other 
organizations affiliated with the American 
Federation of Labor promising support were 
read. 

There was no unanimity among the forty 
members of the union present as to what 
course is best to pursue regarding the efforts 
of the nonunion men to get another raise in 
salary. There are many of the association 
members who would like to see their wages 
raised again, and some of those present yes- 
terday wanted to join forces with the non- 
union men in this endeavor. 

This was voted down after President George 
B. Hargan had declared it was merely a de- 
vice to beat the double platoon system. It 
was agreed that it would not be good policy 
to oppose openly the movement. It was feared 
this would estrange some of the double 
platoonists besides many of the men who are 
not interested in that matter one way or 
another, but do want their wages raised. 


Prefers Two Platoon to Raise. 


For myself, declared President Hargan, 
J don’t want the raise of 10 per cent, but I 
would like to see the dquble platoon system 
installed. It would only take some 300 men 
to do this and it would give those fellows who 
want to get on the departmentachance. Our 
stand is unselfish.”’ 

What about the taxpayers?” Mr. Hargan 
was asked. 

Well, it would increase the efficiency of 
the department,“ he argued. 

In Chief Horan's estimate the number of 
men needed to put the double platoon system 
in effect all over the city is placed at 600 
privates and 200 officers. When Hargan’s 
statement was called to his attention he 
said: 

That was the number in the Scully ordl- 
nance, introduced a couple or three years ago. 
Since then the department has grown, and, 
whereas there are now 189 companies in the 
department, by March or April, 1907, there 
will be 151. In the eight companies in the 
first battalion it took forty-four new men to 
put them on the double platoon basis and com- 
plaints have been made that they are under- 
manned.”’ 

Nonunion Committee Named. 

The committee authorized at the meeting 
of the nonunion men last Saturday was an- 
nounced during the day by O. J. Shevlin. 
These men will see the aldermen and work 
for the 10 per cent increase, but will say 
nothing regarding the double platoon sys- 
tem.

LAST CHANGE FOR BANKER | 


ATKINSON MUST SHOW ASSETS OR 
SUFFER ARREST. 


Depositors Demand Whereabouts of 
$63,000 of Morten Park Funds or 
Will Proceed 
Against ‘Financier” — Attorney 
Says He Expects Statement Show- 
ing Where Money I- use of 
Smash Trims Apple Trees. 


Wiliam J. Atkinson will be given a last 
opportunity to tell What became of the assets 
of the defunct Lincoln bank of Morton Park, 
when he appears before Referee in Bank- 
ruptcy Wean this morning. The depositors 
who have sworn out a warrant for his ar- 
rest, and are holding it in order to give him 
time to find the assets, threaten to serve it 
and force him to go to jail unless he, digs 
up. 

It was said yesterday afternoon that At- 
kinson would divulge the whereabouts of the 
missing $68,000. When the case was called 
before Referee Wean Attorney Jacob Ringer, 
representing the depositors, said that he 
hed agreed with Atkinson to continue the 
hearing until this morning in order to give 
him more time to find the assets. 


Goes Over Charter Books. 

Atkinson then returned to the American 
Trust and Savings bank and spent some time 
going over the books of the failed bank, which 
still are in a chaotic condition. His promises 
to Attorney Ringer apparently have aroused 
some hope of finding the missing funds—a 
hope that almost was dead as far as the 
depositors are concerned. 

Attorney Ringer would neither deny nor af- 
firm that Atkinson had sent to New Orleans 
for certain papers which he is said to have 
given to hie wife when she left Morton Park 
before the crash. It is the absence of these 
papers, according to persons familiar with 
the situation, that prevents Atkinson from 
„ finding "’ the assets. 

„Atkinson has promised to help us, but I 
can’t say what he is doing,” said Attorney 
Ringer. “I have agreed not to give out any 
information at the present time.“ 


Clear Up Purchase of Bank. 

Another feature of the investigation that 
may be cleared is that. which deals with 
the original purchase of the bank by AtkKin- 
son. At Saturdays hearing Atkinson re- 
fused to tell what he paid for the bank: 
The impression gathered from his replite, 
however, was that he had given cash from 
the bank which he replaced with checks 
signed by himself. These checks apparent- 
ly were taken up from time to time’ with 
notes signed by other persons, such as 
stenographers, lawyers in other cities, and 
other persons who had neither the desire 
nor ability to make them good. 

That Atkinson is hopeful of the ultimate 
result of the present unpleasant situation 
was evinced in that he spent Christmas 
afternoon trimming the apple trees in his 
Morton Park place. 


TAX JUDGMENT BRINGS A MOB 
RAGING AROUND A COLLECTOR, 


a 
1,000 Armed Kentuckians Force the 
Restoration of Stock Seized to Com- 
pel Payment on Bonds. 


Olive Hill, Ky., Dec. 26.—[{Special.]—One 


thousand armed men, angered over a levy on 


a merchant’s stock to compel him to pay taxes 
for a railroad that never was built, today 
stormed the home of Levi White, tax col- 
lector, and forced him at guns’ point to turn 
the goods back to their owner. The stock 
was to have been sold today to satisfy a judg- 
ment. The mob then celebrated by firing a 
number of shots, one of which struck John 
Armstrong, a deputy sheriff, in the foot. 

The mob’s work was the outgrowth of at- 
tempts to collect taxes on bonds issued sixty- 
six years ago for the construction of the 
Lexington and Big Sandy railroad. The 
project never emerged from the paper stage. 

Litigation between bondhölders and tax- 
payers has been extended. Aa the securities 
went into the hands of innocent parties they 
were held binding on Carter and Elliott 
counties.

TUBERCULOSIS IN A FOWL. 


HEALTH OFFICER FINDS TUR- 
KEY’S REMAINS AFFECTED. 


Bird About te Grace Christmas Table 
Is Dissected, with Discovery of 
Evil Contagion—Dr. Whalen Starts 
Investigation to Find Seurce of 
Disease—Order Issued to Inepect 
All Future Shipments to City—In- 
apectors Clash at Yards. 1 


The spirit of investigation at last has 
reached the national bird—not the eagle, but 
the turkey. Dr. Whalen of the health de- 
partment has begun an investigation follow- 
ing the discovery that a turkey intended to 
grace a Christmas dinner table was in the 
last stages of consumption. It i the first 
turkey Dr. Whalen ever found to be affected 
by this disease. 

J. Inwood, 1888 North Richmond avenue, is 
the man who made the discovery. Mr. In- 
wood had purchased a live turkey on Christ- 
mas eve from Charles Klohr, a butcher at 363 
Belmont avenue. The gobbler was fat and 
apparently in good. health, but when killed 
peculiar white spots were found on the heart 
and liver. Mr. Inwood held a conference 
with the butcher, who refused to take the 
dead turkey back. Then the matter was 
taken up with the health department. 


City Physicians Hold Autopsy. 

Drs. Whalen and Biehn of the city labora- 
tory held an autopsy over the diseased or- 
gans and reported the deeeased fowl was in 
the last stages of consumptiqn. Inspectors 
were sent to the butcher's shop, but it was 
decided that the butcher could not be held 
responsible, as he had purchased the turkey 
in good faith. Efforts how are being made 
to discover the farm from which the turkey 
came, as it is believed that others may be 
similarly affected. 

“Tt is the first case of the kind we have 
found;” said Dr. Whalen. “ It is of consid- 
erable importance because there may have 
been thousands of tubercular fowls killed and 
eaten in Chicago for Christmas alone. Here- 
after we shall have to inspect fowls before 
they are sold in the city.” 


Clash with Stock Inspectors. 

City inspectors from the health department 
once more clashed with the government in- 
spectors at the stock yards, and there may 
be an open breach between the city and fed- 
eral authorities again as a result. An in- 
spector from the city hall reported and con- 
demned twenty-seven emaciated cattle at 
the Nelson Morris plant after they had been 
passed by the government inspectors. 
“igh Murray went to the yards, looked 
at the condemned cattle, and ordered that 
they be tanked as unfit for consumption. 
Murray told the inspectors , to continue to 
condemn all emaciated cattle whether or not 
they were passed by the federal inspectors.

Deneen in a few introductory remarks 
related some of his own experiences as a 
school teacher, and said that if all reports 
are true the school teachers in Chieago have 
been doing so much lately that he may yet 
be forced to call out the state troops to sup- 
prese them. 

In the absence of President J. A. Mercer of 
Peoria, who is confined at his home by - 
ness, Vice President Frank Darling of Chi- 
cago presided. Principal Darling, in his ad- 
dress, severely criticised that section of the 
state school law which was framed by the 
Women’s Christian Temperance union, and 
provides for the teaching of a certain amount 
of temperance by prescribed methods each 
year in the public schools, declaring that 
physiology, personal hygiene, sanitation, and 
the effects of alcoholism should be taught in 
the public schools. Dr. Darling character- 
ized the present law ae a “ menace to public 
health.” He described the methode 
scribed in the law for teaching physiology 
as totally ineffective, illogical, unpedagog- 
ical, and calculated to have an entirely con- 
trary effect He was loudly applauded, 


Some Perils of Learning. 

In the closing address of the association 
Dr. Edwin H. Hughes, president of De Pauw 
university, catalogued The Perils of 
Learning.” The first peril, he said, is the 
peril of despair caused by a realization that 
the goal of the student’s ambition never can 
be reached. He named criticiam as the sec- 
ond peril, and IHustrated his meaning by 
painting, a rude picture of the college rah, 
rah” boy whose smattering of learning 
makes him ashamed of his less “ cultured *’ 
parents. The third peril, he said, is the peril 
of regarding learning as a substitute for 
character. The fourth, he said, is the dan- 
ger of learning becoming an end instead of 
a means. Dr. Hughes concluded his address 
by denouncing the man who feels above 
going to the ballot box or performing his 
whole civil duty. 

Principal James E. Armstrong of the En- 
glewood high school was the only Chicago 
educator to be given a place in the resolu- 
tion committee. 

Supt. E. G. Cooley of Chicago and 300 Chi- 
cago educators arrived on a special train this 
evening. Prof. E. J. James of the Univer- 
gity of IlMnols, David Felmley of the State 
Normal school, and nearly every well known 
educator in the state are here. The associ- 
ation will hold morning, afternoon, and 
evening sessions tomorrow.

dignity of the judicial office. He has been 
guilty of improprieties deserving of criticiem 
and worthy of censure, 

The ethical plane of a judge must be a 
high one. It is not enough that a judge is 
not corrupt—he must be above suspicion. If 
the fountain from which dgustice flows is 
thought to be impure, the stream will be re- 
garded with distrust. Arthur H. Chetlain, 
the judge, is quite a different person from 
Arthur H. Chetlain, the individual. The 
people made the one; they did not make the 
other.“ . 


Judge’s Bad Financial Ventures. 


The subject of the judge's unfortunate 
financial deals is then introduced thus: 

“The evidence shows many investments 
made by Judge Chetla in in purely speculative 
ventures, as a result of which he became 
greatly embarrassed financially. His notes 
have been promiscuously hawked about and 
sold at large discounts to lawyers and 
others. 

It is quite apparent from the evidence 
that in a number of instances the judge's 
notes were bought without any knowledge 
of his financial condition, but onthe strength 
of his judicial position. Many of these notes 
have fallen due and are unpaid, and upon 
some of them judgments have been rendered,

which he knew nothing, in return for a gift of 
$5,000 worth of stock. 

He permitted similar use of his name in connec- 
tion with the extravagant promises of the Rayon 
Mining company. 

He engaged actively in the promotion of the 
Porto Rico Gold Mining company to an extent 
tending to bring his judicial office into disrepute. 

In the improper promoting of the Hardwood 
Lumber syndicate he received benefits at the e- 
pense of persons he induced to invest. 


Disregards Judicial Dignity. 

We showed small regard for the dignity of his 
position in issuing accommodation paper to further 
the promotion of the Rapid Transit Stock Car 
company in accepting stock and cash for the use 
of his name. 

The holding of the judge’s notes by Jacob 
Krucketein, involved in a mandamus suit in his 
court, and by Nathan Brenner, business associate 
af William Loeffler, on trial before him for con- 
spiracy, .‘ gave plausibility in credulous minds 
to the charges that there was something wrong.” 

Judge Chetlain followed the questtonable prac- 
tlee of appointing his minute clerk, E. J. Zimmer, 
@ receiver of bankrupt estates im his court, and 
furthermore committed the impropriety of placing 
himself under financial] obligations to his subordi- 
mate, which had not been satisfied at the time of 
the hearing. 

He was blind to @ proper sense of propriety in 
hearing the habeas corpus proceedings for the re- 
lease of his friend, Lloyd J. Smith. 

He signed the bail bond for the release from 
arrest of bis business associate, E. B. Denison, 
an act declared to be unwise for a judicial 
officer. 

He showed a “ strong disposition to indulge in 
and foster speculative veritures,’’ a proclivity thet 
“cannot but impair the freedom of action of a 
wage awakens ‘suspicion of his motives" and 
Actions, 4nd '‘ weakens confidence in the edmin- 
fetration of justice. 

Acts Cited Without Comment. 

The committee cited, but made no comment 
on these additional instances of alleged im- 
‘proper conduct: 

The unlawful release by Judge Chetlain of 
prisoners sentenced to the county jail or 
bridewell before the expiration of their sen- 
tences in cases which had passed beyond the 
jurisdiction of his court. 

Unusual and embarrassing delay on the part 
of Judge Chetlain in disposing of the hearing 
of, and his failing to decide, the habeas corpus 
case of one Isaac N. Warner. sought to be ex- 
tradited by the state of Michigan, and arrest- 
ed in this state on the warrant of the gov- 
@rnor of Illinois. : 

The acceptance by Judge Chetlain of 
Mathew S. Baldwin as surety on the bail bond 
(afterwards forfeited) of George S. Baker 

without requiring the usual examination of 


which at the time of the hearing still re- 
mained unsatisfied. 

“ These notes, with rare exception, were not 
issued to liquidate or secure existing indebt- 
edness, were not given from stress of neces- 
sity, but were put out for the purpose of in- 
dulging in new speculative enterprises. 

It is not expected that a judge upon the 
bench should make no investments. He is 
not precluded from getting or trying to get a 
return upon his money, or increasing his 
means. His dealings, however, with other 
men and with corporations must be so 
guarded that the good faith and honesty of 
his actions as a judge may not be called 
in question, that the exalted office which he 
occupies may not be viewed with ridicule, or 
contempt. 


Brings Office Into Disrepute. 


“Tt is with regret that this committee 
points out instances in which Judge Chet- 
lain has done things, and has permitted his 
name to be used in ways, to bring his position 
into disrepute. 

At numerous times he has sanctioned the 
use of his name as a director, and at some 
times has been an officer, in various corpora- 
tions, all of them of a speculative nature, and 
no one of them, so far as disclosed; a paying 
venture. No one should know, better than 
a judge that the position of a director in- 
volves responsibility, and that he cannot 
properly neglect duties imposed upon him by 
such office. The time of a judge in this coun- 
ty is fully occupied with his arduous duties 
upon the bench, and the appearance of his 
name in numerous outside matters give rise 
to 'the suspicion that his duties in one or the 
other capacity are being neglected. 

But a matter of still more serious moment 
is a judge permitting the use of his name as 
a director in corporations which solicit 
money from the public for the development 
of uncertain enterprises. The judge must 
know that it is his standing and. character 
as a judicial officer that is expected to at- 
tract the public and induce them to subscribe 
to the venture. This official standing of the 
judge is not his private property, to be dealt 
with, used, or abused according to his pleas- 
ure, but is held by him in trust for the public 
whom he represents, and cannot be properly 
employed by him except in the exercise of his 
judicial functions. 


Advertised Judge and Director. 


“The gravity of this offense is accentuated 
whensin glowing advertisements and circulars 
we find, as we do here, the title of judge 
coupled with that of director.“ 

Then, taking up the judge’s speculations in 

detail, the report proceeds: 
“In the Copper King Mining company 
Judge Chetlain accepted a gift of $5,000 worth 
(par value) of stock and lent his name as a 
director to a company about whose business 
and property he knew nothing, and upon 
whose printed prospectus, naming him as a 
director, he was described as a judge of the 
Superior court of Cook county. 

In the Rayon Mining company Judge 
Chetlain was a director and permitted his 
name to appear on a prospectus, previously 
submitted to and examined by him, published 
by the company for distribution among peo- 
ple sought as investors.

Mr. Jerome refused to act 
on them at the time on the ground that he did 
not want his office used to influence the

The district attorney’s letter was referred 
to John Dewitt Warner, chief counsel for

value of a judge’s name, both to aid in the 
raising of money and to assist in the disposi- 
tion of stock. Judge Chetlain was fully 
aware that his notes were to be sold, and, al- 
though-he says that he requested that they 
be not sold to lawyers, they were so sold, 
and of this he was advised through various 
inquiries that were made of him by pur- 
chasers concerning their genuineness.

However this may be, it seems to the com- 
mittee that a judge shows little regard for his 
position when he issues what is, in effect, ac- 
commodation paper to further a speculative 
enterprise, and still less regard for such posi- 
tion when he accepts a large interest in a cor- 
poration and considerable cash from the pro- 
ceeds of his own notes to compensate him 
for what was nothing more or less than per- 
mitting the use of his name.“

Creditors Involved in Decisions. 


Coming to private transections, more or 
less involved with his judicial business, the 
report says: 

“The unfortunate consequences of issuing 
these notes appear in connection with the 
judge’s judicial actions. At the time of the 
decision of the mandamus case in favor of 
Constable Kruckstein, the latter held Judge 
Chetlain's notes. At the time of the decision 
of the case of William Loeffler by Judge 
Chetlain, Nathan Brenner, Loeffler's friend 
and business associate, held Judge Chetlain's 
notes. 

„ While there is nothing in the evidence 
to justify a finding that these decisions were 
corrupt, or even improper, yet the fact that 
his notes were so held gives plausibility in 
credulous minds to the charges that there was 
something wrong. 

It appears from Judge Chetlain’s testi- 
mony that he borrowed $1,500 from Edwin 
J. Zimmer, his minute clerk, whom he had 
appointed receiver in several cases. Some of 
this indebtedness was still unpaid at the time 
of the hearing befgre us. When we consider 
that it was Judge Chetlain's duty to pass im- 
partially upon Zimmer’s accounts and allow- 
ances, and to fix his compensation, the de- 
cided impropriety of the judge obligating him- 
self to a receiver of his court becomes mani- 
fest. This impropriety is still more decided 
when we consider Judge Chetlain’s strait- 
ened financial circumstances. 


Judge’s Clerk as Receiver. 


“The appointment by a judge of his clerk 
as receiver is a questionable practice. That 
it may. lead to abuse is illustrated in he 
present case, where there is testimony that 
Zimmer, because he was Judge Chetlain’s 
minute clerk and, in a measure, controlled 
access to the judge after court hours, prac- 
tically forced his own appointment as re- 
ceiver upon the complainant’s solicitor ina 
foreclosure suit. 


His mature, clear, and upright judg- 
ment would have lent especial force to any 
report he would have subscribed. We be- 
lieve, however, that we may safely assert, 
judging from his communications to us, that

Leads Public to Invest. 


“In the Porto Rico Gold Mining company 
there is evidence showing that others were 
induced to invest upon Judge Chetlain’s per- 
sonal representations. Judge Chetlain ac- 
quired $100,000 (par value) of the stock of 
this $5,000,000 corporation at the price of 
about 10 cents on the dollar, and was further 
to receive one-fourth of the 82.400, 000 of the 
stock of this company set apart to the pro- 
moters. 

The evidence shows that prospective pur- 
chasers of the stock of this company were 
not only advised of the judge’s connection 
with the company but were also referred 
by the brokers engaged in the sale of it 
to Judge Chetlain to verify information 
given and statements published. In this 
case, too, the judge testifies that the busi- 
ness of the company was carried on in Porto 
Rico, in the name of an individual, to evade 
the payment of license fees or taxes, which 
would be charged against the company if it 
heid its property in itsown name. The judge 
was a director in this company amd his name 
was used on its published prospectus, part 
of the time, at least. 


No Room for “Judge-Promoter.”’ 

Judge Chetlain’s activity as one of the 
Promoters of the Porto Rico Gold Mining 
company is properly subject to severe crit- 
icism. If the people are to continue to respect 
the dignity of the judicial office, to repose in 
it that complete confidence which its great 
power demands, the person who fills that 
office must hold himself aloof from such ac- 
tivities as not only require his devotion to a 
business enterprise but may sooner or later 
involve the good faith of his personal assur-

Thoroughness of the Inquiry.

would consider everything that might have 

any bearing upon Judge Chetlain's conduct 
as a judge or that might involve in any Way 
the use of his judicial position or Influence 
for any improper purpose.

* “In pursuing our inquiry we were ham

‘gel were anxious to produce. Yet, notwith- 
standing this necessary,impediment, we are 
prepared to say that our investigation was 
mot oniy quite full but that sufficient facts 
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ances. There is in our institutions no room 
for the judge-promoter. 

In the Hardwood Lumber syndicate, so- 
called, another speculative venture in Porto 
Rico, Judge Chetlain induced a number of in- 
dividuals, some of them attorneys practicing 
before him, to make investments, at the same 
time giving them a written guaranty vouching 
for the truth of certain statements concerning 
the property. It appears that the judge knew 
nothing about the property himself, but relied 
entirely upon the representations of others— 
representations which, upon investigation, 
proved to be false. 


Judge’s Check Returned to Him. 

“It is true that the judge gave his own 
notes to make good the losses of those who 
had gone into the speculation upon his recom- 
mendation. This he was morally, if not by 
reason of his guaranty legally, bound to do: 
but it further appears that money remitted 
to finance this enterprise was appropriated 
by men who also represented the Porto Rico 
Gold Mining company, and that after receiv- 
ing that money the judge's check for 67,00 
given by hin? in part payment of his stock in 
the gold mining company and held by these 
men in Porto Rico, was returned to him un- 
used. It appears that thus Judge Chetlain’s 
own obligation was satisfied through money 
contributed by hig friends for another project 
namely: the hardwood syndicate. The ben- 
efit thus secured by him, Judge Chetlain, 
aside from all other considerations, was 
bound to restore. 


Backing a Promotion. 

“In the promotion of the Rapid Transit 
Stock Car company Judge Chetlain agreed 
to take $200,000, par value, of the stock 
of this $5,000,000 Arkansas corporation, and 


Moreover, considering the subject gen- 
erally, when a judge's clerk acts as a re- 
ceiver parties to the litigation will hesitete 
to scrutinize his acts and accounts with that 
care and impartiality which they otherwise 
would and shouid exercise, and this for two 
reasons—first, because attorneys dislike to 
antagonize the clerk of a court, to whose 
good will they frequently and properly look 
for assistance or for the expedition of their 
client’s business; secondly, because attor- 
neys, as well as litigants, believe that the 
relation of judge and clerk of court are such 
that the judge in any controversy would 
have a natural bias in favor of his clerk, and 
that in any, criticism of his conduct they 
might incur the displeasure not only of the 
clerk but also of the judge.“ 


Passing on His Friend’s Case. 

On the propriety of a purely judicial act 
the committee makes this comment: 

‘“* Judge Chetlain issued the writ and sat in 
the habeas corpus case brought for the re- 
lease of his former close and intimate friend, 
Lloyd J. Smith, then under indictment and 
awaiting trial in the Criminal court. The fact 
that the judge called in two other judges to 
sit with him precludes the supposition that 
the decision releasing Smith was corrupt, but 
a nice sense of propriety would have sug- 
gested to him not to participate in the case 
Himself... 

Continuing, the report says: 

Judge Chetlain signed the bail bond for 
the release from arrest of E. B. Denison, his 
business associate. The fact that other bonds- 
men were substituted shortly lends force to 
the conclusion that it is unwise for a judge 
charged with the enforcement of the criminal] 
law to become surety on bail bonds.

VATICAN’S WRATH 


| Arehbishop’s Sermon on Situ- 


ation in France Does Not 
Please the Holy See. 


NR * RAP AT CLERGY. 


American Prelate's Views. Di- 
reetly Opposed to Pope’s, Who 
Champions French Priests. 


ROME, Dec. 26.—The coal press has pub- 
lished the summary which appeared in the 
Paris Matin of the statement issued by 
Archbishop Ireland of St. Paul on the Franco- 
vatican conflict. This summary has not 
found favor with the vatican authorities, as 
it blames the French clergy, who are praised 
by the pope. 

The Osservatore Romano says this sum- 
mary should be accepted with reserve as 
coupes from an infected source, and explains 
that the correspondent of the Matin in New 
York may have misunderstood the atch- 
bishop. 

The pope ‘has created Mer. Montagnini, 
formerly secretary. to the papal nuncio at 
Paris, a protonotary apostolic of the first 
rank. It is understood this is preliminary to 
higher hondrs. 


Vatican Accuses France of Lying. 

In spite of the French government's denial 
that it has made any reply to the vatican’'s 
protest to the powers on the subject of ex- 
pulsion from France of Mgr. Montagnini, the 
vatican has been informed that M. Pichon, 
the minister of foreign effairs for France, has 
made verbal statements in anewer to this pro- 
test to several diplomatic representatives at 
Parise. These statements were communicated 
by the ministers to their respective govern- 
ments. 

According to the vatican’s authority, M. 
Pichon said that Mgr. Montagnini. had no 
diplomatic atanding; that the papers seized 
at the nuniciature were unimportant, he 
important documents having been removed 
previously. 

The vatican now declares with authority 
that the statement that documents were re- 
moved from the nunciature before that bulld- 
ing was searched is unfounded and caicu- 
jated to deceive, and ayers that it did not 
emanate from the vatican, but from the 
French government. 


New Law Sure to Paas. 

PARIS, Dec. 26.—Against the solid oppo- 
sition of the right, the senate, by 188 to 80 
votes, today referred the supplementary 
church and state separation bill to the com- 
mittee on the separation of church and state. 
The vote is considered to have been a test 
and as insuring the passage of the measure 
by a big majority. 


HALF OF A CHILEAN CITY | 
” DESTROYED BY A QUAKE. 


Arica and a Number of Other South 
American Towns Severely Damaged 
by Zarth Tremors. 


SANTIAGO, Chile, Dec. 26.—Half of the 
town of Arica, in the province of Tacna, has 
been destroyed by an earthquake and other 
towns in the neighborhood have suffered 
more or less severely. The seaport of Iqui- 
que, 120 miles south of Arica, was not dam- 
aged. With the recollection of the August 
disester fresh in their minds, the people in 
the earthquake sone are greatly alarmed. 
Arica was practically destroyed by an earth- 
quake in 1868, a disaster which reduced the 
town’s population from 30,000 to 3,000. 


Shock Recordéd in London. 
[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 


LONDON, Dec. 26.—Prof. Bolar of the 
Laibach observatory telegraphs that the in- 
strumente of the observatory recorded an- 
other great earthquake at 7:11 Wednesday 
morning. The center of activity was 3,375 
miles to the west-southwest. He adds the 
suggestion that the recent extraordinarily 
strong earth shocks may have damaged St. 
Paul's cathedral. London. He recommends 
that test measurements be taken and repeat- 
ed after every world shaking seismic move- 
ment. He recalle the fact that the roof of 
the Charing Cross railway station fell the 
day after the instruments at Laibach record- 
ed a great earthquake. 


MME. GOULD PARTLY LIABLE. 


Paris Court Decides Remaining Suits 
Brought by Oreditors for Pay- 
ment of Claims. 


PARIS, Dec. 26.—The three remaining suits 
brought by creditors with the object of mak- 
ing Mme. Gould (formerly Countess Boni de 
Castellane) jointly responsible with the 
count for certain claims were decided today. 

The court found that she in no way was 
responsible for the claims of M. Zeigler, one 
of the largest creditors, who claimed that 

it had been the practice of the Castellanes 
ever since their marriage to appeal to him 
to extricate them from financial difficulties, 
but held her jointly liable for jewels valued 
at $24,000 purchased from Mile. Vera Nimi- 
doff of Odessa, who sold the jewels to Count 
Boni through an intermediary, a jeweler. 

The court also found that Mme. Gould was 
jointly liable for the sum of about $57,000, 
the balance due to the Hartogs for a jewelry 
bill amounting to about $137,000, provided 
the bill was not paid. Three experts were 
appointed to appraise the value of the jew- 


elry.

TANGIER, Dec. Z. — Sid Mohammed Ab- 
bas, minister of war, with practically his 
whole army, will go Thursday to a spot three 
miles west of Tangier on the border of the 
Anghora territory, and there read ,to the 
neighboring chiefs a letter from the sultan 
deposing Raisuli from the governorship of 
the Tangier district, and calling upon the 
tribesmen to submit to the maghzen, or Mo- 
rocoan foreign office.

KING PETER’S THRONE TOTTERS 


Popular Clamor Against Reigning Dy- 
nasty in Servia Becomes More Seri- 
ous—King’s Position Perilous. 


BELGRADE, Servia, Dec. 26.~—The nation- 
al assembly finally has accepted the loan 
and armament bills, which were sent today 
for signature to King Peter. The debate on 
these measures today was attended by dis- 
orderly scenes, members of the assembly 
openly expressing sentiments against the 
present Karageorgevitch dynasty. Follow- 
ing the street disorders of the last few days 
the occurrences in the chamber today have 
added to the seriousness of the present situ- 
ation. 

The king is at present confronted with 
many difficult problems, not the least of 
which ig thé renewed activity of the sup- 
porters of the late King Alexander and 
Queen Draga, who weré murdered the night 
of June 10-11, 1908, and the popular il) feel- 
ing aroused by the recent escapades of Crown 
Prince George. 

One of the deputies opposed the loan on 
the ground that the members of the reign- 
ing family would personally pocket a large 
proportion of it, and the final debates brought 
out anti-dynastic demonstrations in which 
a number of riotous students sustained sgeri- 
oug injuries. Premier Pasics has received 
a number of threatening letters intimating 
that the present dynasty will meet a fate 
similar to that of its predecessor. 

It is asserted setret meetings of the anti- 
dynastic leaders have been held here for the 
purpose of selecting a European prince as 
a successor to King Peter in the event ofa 
successful anti-dynastic movement. 


URGES HOME RULE FOR INDIA, 


Speech by Delegate to Big Congress at 
Calcutta Is Greeted with En- 
thusiasm. 


CALCUTTA, Dec. 26.—At the opening of 
the Indian national congress today, Dadabhl 
Naoroji, formerly a member of the British 
parliament, advocated the right of the In- 
Gans, as British subjects, to govern them- 
selves, pointing out that the Boers had been 
given self-government while India was still 
without it. He urged the raising of à large 
patriotic fund to educate the Indians and to 
carry on the campaign in England. There 
were 10,000 delegates present, and the speech 
of Dadabhl Naoroji was received with a tu 
mult of applause.

the contrary. is true. In the first place, the 
laws of the United States are alnaady se- 
vere, inasmuch as they prohibit the land- 
ing in this country of immigrants who are 
afflicted with contagious diseases, are u- 
sane, of pronounced anarchistic tendencies, 
notoriously immoral, or who are likely in 
the immediate future to become dependent 


upon public charity. 

The right of South Carolina to import 
labor, of course, was subject to the re- 
strictione of federal law in every particular. 


Furthermore, the people of South Caro- 
lina were not after the refuse of Europe. 
For instance, it was made the duty of the 
commissioner, in regard to agricultural in- 
terests, to secure those immigrants who 
desire to purchase homes become oitizens 
of this state, and build up agricultural in- 
terests. The southern people have a dis- 
inclination to receive the lower grades of 
European labor, especialy those from 
southern Italy and the Balkan provinces. 

The South Carolina authorities were par- 
ticularly looking for a class of immigrants 
who would supply the demand of the cotton 
mills, and thus lay the foundation of an 
industrial population, which the state prob- 
ably needs more than anything else. For 
this reason the law passed by the general as- 
sembly contains im section 11 this singular 
direction: ; 

That immigrants shall be confirfed to 
white citizens of the United States, citizens 
of Ireland. Scotland, Switzerland, France, 
and all other foreigners of Saxon origin.“ 

This, of course, of itself barred out the 
class of people who are coming to this 
country in the greatest numbers, who werk 
for the smallest wages, and who are gen- 
erally deemed undesirable by immigration 
experts. 

The South Carolina commissioner there- 
fore was forbidden to encourage in any 
way immigration of Russian Jews, Slavs, 
and south Italians, and he was required to 
eonfine his efforte to the nations of the 
western and northern parts of Europe. 


North Carolina Plan Menace. 


In sharp distinction to this extremely sen- 
sible and legal method of procedure is the 
situation in North Carolina. Some ofthe mill 
owners there hired men to go to Europe on 
their.own responsibility. Their agents in 
many cases deceived intending emigrants 
in the most outrageous manner. False rep- 
resentations were made as to hours of labor, 
rate of pay, and general conditions of em- 
ployment. 

The result was that immigrants were dis- 
satisfied when they arrived, and a number 
of them were stopped and deported because 
it was quite evident that they came under 
the operation of the contract labor law, that 
they had been “ induced” to come to this 
country, that they had been promised work 
in specific mills, and that all of this had 
been done by persons and corporations in 
open defiance of the contract labor law. The 
result was that the department of commerce 
and labor exerted itself to indict every 
one of these people against whom evidence 
could be secured, and the cases will be 
pushed with the utmost vigor. 

Secretary Straus’ approval of the decision 
of Solicitor Earl, by which the state of South 


Carolina was permitted to do thin which 
individual mill owners of North olina 
were indicted for doing, has result in a 


good deal of confusion and finally in vigor- 
ous protest from labor organizations. They 
are afraid, they say, that if the states are 
permitted to assist immigrants to come from 
abroad the time may come when powerful 
employers of labor will have sufficient«influ- 
ence with state governments to induce them 
to bring in immigrants. for the express pur- 
pose of breaking down the labor market, re- 
ducing the rate of wages, and throwing 
American workingmen out of employment. 
It is believed at the department of labor that 
this contingency is so remote as to be almost 
fantastic. No state or territory is Mkely to 
resort to assisted immigration except in 
er where there is a genuine dearth of 
abor. 


Present System Has Dangers. 

In the south, and in many of the western 
states, it would be a blessing to the com- 
munity if the states should systematically 
encourage bringing in to their own borders 
first class industrial and agricultural la- 
borers. The threat and curse of the whole 
immigration situation today lies in'the fact 
that hundreds of thousands of generally un- 
desirable immigrants from south Italy, from 
the Balkan provinces, and from the Jewish 
pale of Russia come to this country of their 
own motion without any assistance whatever 
and fill up the slums of New York and Bos- 
ton. 

It is believed by Commissioner General 
Sargent and others that if the southern 
states can secure the establishment of per- 
manent steamship lines to Savannah, 
Charleston, Mobile, and New Orleans from 
the northern ports of Burope, as well as from 
the Mediterranean, a good deal of the tide of 
Immigration which is clogging New York and 
Boston will be diverted toward the south. 
There is an immense field for labor there 
which never can be satisfied by negroes. 
The south never can be developed as it should 
be developed until white labor can be induced 
to come into the southern states, in large 
numbers. The only people who would have

Threefold Benefit Seen. 


This today is the greatest curse of the labor 
situation in the south.

They work a little while and 
knock off whenever they choose, because 
they understand only too well their places 
will be waiting for them when their vacation 
time is over, when bacon and corn meal are 
out, and when they have to goto work tosat- 
isfy their hunger. 

With a white element in the labor fleld 
the tendency will almost surely be by sharp 
competition to teach the negro that he must 
work steadily and well to escape starvation, 
so that in the long run the diversion of im- 
migration toward the south ought first of 
all to relieve congestion along the north 
Atlantic seaboard; secondly, it would have 
a vast effect in building up the resources of 


dustrial capacity of the negro and at the 
same time, by reducing his numerical pro- 
portions, take away from the south the old 
bogyman of negro domination, which, after 
all, is the real root of all race prejudice.

DEADLY ASSAULT © 


LAID T0 POLICE. 


Patrolman MeElligott Indict- 
ed, Charged with Intent 
to Kill Aged Man: / 


MORE VIOLENCE CHARGED 


Jack Beauscholte, Former Prize 
Fighter, on Trial for At- 
tacking Reporters. 


Brutality on the part of the police received 
another check yesterday when the grand 
jury returned a true bill against Policeman 
Lawrence McElligott on the charge of as- 
saulting Achilles Meret, an aged man, with 
intent to kill. 

The case is one of the most flagrant which 


grew out of the investigation into brutality 


started a few days ago by the city council. 

The grand jury, after hearing all the wit- 
nesses in the case, acted on the advice of 
Coroner Peter M. Hoffman in returning the 
indictment. 

It was established by Coroner’s Physician 
Hunter and a jury of physicians from Alex- 
fan Brothers’ hospital that Meret’s death 
was caused by alcoholism, despite the testi- 
mony of the members of his family. 

The policeman’s blow, it was agreed, served 
to weaken the old man to such an extent that 
he could not overcome the disease which had 
laid hold of him. Thus the jury could not 
indict directly for murder.“ Its charge is 
„ assault with intent to kill.” 


Victim Was Harmless Old Man. 

Dr. Hunter testified before the jury, and he 
was supported by Dr. Heury Benga, Dr. M. 
L. Harris, and Dr. S. Oyen, connected with 
Alexian Brothers’ hospital. 

The assault for which McElligott was in- 
dicted occurred in front of a 5 cent theater 
on Nerth Clark street. It followed an at- 
tempt on the part of the victjm to get the re- 
turn of his admission fee. 

McBElligott, it was asserted, struck the old 
man on the head with a club after Meret 
protested against being arrested. It was 
shown that he was a harmless old man, but 
one who drank, as the condition of his body 


indicated. The policeman’s blow, according 


to Coroner Hoffman, did not cause death, but 
the shock was followed by the other compli- 
cations which did result fatally eight days 
after the assault. There was no fracture 
of the skull. 

McElligott will also be the subject of a 
hearing before the trial board. Charges were 
ordered filed by Chief Collins a week ago. 


Begin New “Brutality Trial.” 

Policeman Jack Beauscholte, ex-prise 
fightér, was put on trial before the police 
board in the afternoon on the charge of as- 
saulting Cornelius B. Rourke and Frank W. 
Carson, newspaper reporters, at the Mears 
lumber yard fire Dec. 13. The testimony was 
to the effect that Beauscholte noteonly at- 
tacked the reporters but also struck a 16 year 
old boy. 

The evidence showed that the reporters 
were wearing fire badges and were struck 
down by the policeman and roughly ordered 
away. Another policeman threatened to ar- 
rést the men, but decided not to do so when 
they said such action would give them an 
opportunity to carry an even more flagrant 
case before the trial d. 


Try to “Square” Matter. 
After the trouble with Beauscholte, the re- 


porters testified that a number of policemen 


tried to square the matter. Capt. 
Thomas C. Kane was present at the hearing. 
In his first report of the matter he tried to 
excuse Beauscholte’s conduct by claiming 
that one of the reporters was intoxicated. 
This was denied by the witnesses. 

Carson said he saw Beauscholte strike a 
boy 16 years old the same night. The case 
was continued until the afternoon, Report- 
ers Clinton Franklin and Charles Johnsom 
also testified for Rourke.

Coroner’s Jury Returns Verdict in Case 
of Negro Boy Killed by Leiter 
Machine. 


Washisgton, D. C., Dec. 26.—The coroner’s 
jury today returned a verdict of “ unavoid- 
able accident in its inquest over the body 
of Samuel West, the 14 year old colored boy 
who was run over yesterday and killed by 
Joseph Leiter's automobile. Mr. Leiter di- 
rected that the boy’s body be turned over to 
an undertaker and the funeral expenses will 
be met by him. Mr. Leiter also will make 
a pecuniary allowance for the family of the 
dead boy. Charles H. Raymond, the chauf- 
feur, was released from custody.

St. Paul, Minn., Dec. 26.—Acting for the 
state, Attorney General Young today began 
Suit to enjoin the Great Northern railway 
company from issuing the new block of cap- 
ital stock authorised by the board of directors 
until application has been made to the Min- 
nesota railroad and warehouse commission. 

The present capital stock of the Great 


Northern railroad company is $150,000,000, It 


ds proposed to increase this to $210,000,000. No- 
tice of the new issue hag been served on the 
stockholders by President James J. Hill, who 
invited them to subscribe for their pro rata 
share. 

Law Repeatedly Violated. 

The attorney general in his suit declares 
the Great Northern is a Minnesota corpora- 
tion, and that its original authorized capital 
stock ‘was $30,000,000, the limit fixed by its 
charter. Between February, 1890, and March, 
1896, the capital stock grew to $150,000,000. 
| AH the increases were made, the attorney 
general points out, without the consent of 

the state railrodd commission as required by 
law. 
The bill of complaint points out that the 
company now is paying an annual dividend 
of 7 per cent, and proposes to pay the same 
dividend when the stock is increased. This 
would increase the annual fixed charges of 
the company by the sum of $4,200,000. 

Attorney eral Young holds that a large 
portion of this increase in fixed charges will 
have to be met by Minnesota patrons of the 
Great Northern in the shape of higher 
charges on freight and passenger traffic. He 
declares the reasons for the increase of cap- 
ital are unknown to the officials of the state

ROW OVER GIFT; ‘COPPER’ HURT 


Patrolman Hanley Attacked by Riot- 
ers and Seriously Pounded 
with His Own Club. 


Patrolman Jeremiah D. Hanley of the 
stockyards police station was severely beaten 
last evening while attempting to quell a row 
that started over the disappearance of a 
Christmas present, said to have been a quart 
of whisky. Hie right wrist was fractured, he 
received several scalp wounds, and was 
bruised in a number of places.

COURTS AND POLICE AGREE 
ON JUVENILE CASE POLICY. 


| Municipal and Other Judges Meet and 


Decide on Division of Work—Young 
Children Not to Be Arrested. 


Efforts to improve the methods of handling 
Juvenile cases were discussed yesterday at a 
conference held in the office of Chief Justice 
Olson of the Municipal court. Judges of the 
Juvenile court, police captains, and all of the 
judges of the Municipal court were present. 
Plans for the harmonious working of these 
three departments to whom juvenile prison- 
ers are brought were discussed. 

It was agreed thet the arrest of children 
under the age of 14 should be discouraged, 
and that in cases of first offense the matter 
should first be reported to the probation 
officers in charge of the district in which the 
child lived. 

It was declared that it was not the intent 
of the Juvenile court that boys under that 
age should be booked like other criminals, 
and that lectures from the judge would 
serve the same purpose as sending a child to 
the juvenile home. 

Judges Mack and Carpenter said the Mu- 
nicipal court should handle all juvenile cases 
under the ages of 12 or 14, as the Juvenile 
court is not in session every dan 

Punishment for those responsible for the 
delinquency of children was urged. The law 
providing thie has never been enforced, it 
was declared. .

A NEW POSTOFFICE BUILDING. 
. Congressman McGavin thinks congress 
Should appropriate $650,000 for the erec- 
tion of a new postoffice building in Chi- 
eago. The promoters of the scheme call 
attention to the utter absence of facilities 
in the present building and the various 
objections to it which have been frequent- 


h repeated in the -discussion of postal 


affairs. It is the present project to have 
the new building put up on the west side, 
in the neighborhood of Jefferson or Des- 
plaines street, to be devoted exclusively to 
postofiice business, all the departments to 
be removed thither except the money or- 
der and ‘registry divisions. 

All that Mr. McGavin or any other rep- 
resentative of the city's interests may say 
in contempt of the conditions existing in 


|, the present federal building will be cor 


dially indorsed by his fellow citizens. It 
is not to be denied that the time must 
come when Chicago will demand, and 
have, a building devoted exclusively to 
postal business. The time of urgent need 
has already arrived, but the chances are 
that it will be exceedingly difficult to con- 
vince congress that, having put millions 
of dollars into the building on the present 
site, it should blithely appropriate more 
money for a new edifice. A _ postoffice 
euch as Chicago should have can be ex- 
pected with confidence. only when a gen- 
eral knowledge of exasperating conditions 
is acquired through a public revolt against 
the inadequacy of ordinary facilities and 
the total disregard of the pressing wants 
of the city and the extensive and populous 
territory it serves. . 

When congress shows a disposition. to 
listen. to a project for a new building the 
question of a site may be taken up in 
earnest. And whether ft shall be on the 
west side or in the heart of the business 
district will depend on the greater con- 
venience of the railroads.. For it is ob- 
vious that the postoffice of a great railway 
center should be located on a spot most ac- 
cessible to a majority of the leading mail 
carrying roads, and if, as seems likely, 
much of the mail will be bronght to the 
+ west side by the great trunk lines having 
their stations in that part of the city, its 
claims for the building mus be taken 
seriously info accowht. 

It is also desirable that as soon as con- 
gress recognizes the importance of a new 
postoffice building it shall be guided by 
the spirit of intelligence that has actuated 
the Cook county board in the erection of 
the new county building and construct 
not merely for imposing outside arcii- 
tectural effect but for conveniences within 
as well. Beauty that interferes with util- 
ity, architectural endeavor that makes a 
' botch of the commonest demands for light 
and comfort, should have nothing to do 
with modern edifices for public conven- 
fence. First, it is necessary to get con- 
gress in the mood of listening to our 
grievances; then it may be urged to pro- 
-@eed in the right way.

This is but another illustration 
of the criticism which often attends the 
gifts of wealthy mem Mr. Oarnegie has 
had his full share of such criticism, but it 
does not appear to have soured his disposi- 
tion or made him any the less willing to 
hear appeals from those who see a way to 
use some of his surplus. 

THEY WANT TO RIDE. 
There can be no referendum vote with- 
out a petition signed by 25 per cent of the 
registered voters. ‘The postal card vote 
Tum Triscune is taking represents ac- 
curately public sentiment on the question 
of immediate settlement versus the refer- 
endum. ‘The vote, which has now covered 
the great majority of the wards, shows 
that if the city were to be searched from 
end to end by enthusiastic hunters for 
signatures it would be difficult, if not im- 
possible, to get enough to comply with the 
demands of the law. 
Why should any of the men who have 
said they favor a referendum put their 
names to a petition praying for one? The 
individual who is opposed to the traction 
settlement which has been substantially 
agreed on knows now that it cannot be 
defeated if submitted to a popular vote. 
Already three-quarters of the voters have 
pronounced for it. Some men have said 
that while they favor the pending ordi- 
nance they also favor à referendum, be- 
cause the people were promised one, and, 
therefore, ought to have an opportunity 
to express their sentiments. But they 
have done that unequivocally, and they 
say that they do not care to do it over 
again. . Then why thrust on them some- 
thing they do not wish for? They do not 
want a referendum for the cogent reason 
that it will delay the beginning of work 
on the reconstruction of the roads. They 
do not want to be importuned by can- 
vassers for signatures to referendum peti- 
tions. They do not wish to run any risk 
of having the traction question made ay 
issue at the next election. They desire 
to have it out of the way before the elec- 
tion is held and before nominating con- 
ventions meet. 
Everybody who says he is for a refer- 
endum would be obliged to admit, if put 
on oath, that it would be of no practical 
value, that it would not tell anything that 
is- not already known. The situation is 
as plain to the aldermen as it is to all 
other men who are in a way to know how 
the people feel about the matter. If the 
aldermen had only the resolves of busi- 
ness organizations before them they might 
say that the organizations did not neces- 
sarily represent the mass of the people. 
The masses have spoken, and are keeping 
on speaking. They say we want to ride 
inside these cold mornings instead of 
hanging on to fenders.” 
If there is any alderman who is bold 
enough to tell his constituents to hang on 
to the fenders a little longer to oblige the 
persons who want a senseless referendum 
provision inserted in the traction  ordi- 
nance he will learn their opinion of him 
the next time he asks for their votes. 
The people are sick and tired of the eter- 
nal ballot boxing over the traction ques- 
tion. They want to ride. They want the 
council to pass the ordinance that will 
enable them to do so. 


MAKING BANKS SAFE. 

The revision of the state banking laws 
is one of the subjects that will be pressed 
upon the attention of the next general as- 
sembly. Recent scandalous and disastrous 
bank failures have made it the imperative 
duty of the legislature to give the people a 
greater degree of protection against loose 
or dishonest banking methods than 
given them by existing laws. 

A bill which a Cook county member is to 
introduce contains some excellent and 
needful provisions. One of them is that 
no officer or director of a bank shall bor- 
row from it either directly or indirectly. 
A firm or corporation in which any one of 
them is interested must go elsewhere for 
accommodation. 

Several weeks ago Tus Tripune quoted 
and agreqd with the opinion of an experi- 
enced banker that there would be few 
bank defaleations if officers and directors 
were forbidden to play the antagonistic 
parts of borrower and lender. If Stens- 
land had had to go to some bank beside 
his own for loang it is doubtful whether 
he would have become entangled in the los- 
ing ventures which wrecked him and his 
bank. 

Another provision is that state bank ex- 
aminers shall be required to authenticate 
all securities and papers held by a bank 
as collateral for loans. If that had been 
done in the case of the Milwaukee Avenue 
bank Stensland and Hering would not 
have dared to palm off dummy er forged 
notes on the examiner. Detection would 
have been immediate. Some bankers have 
said that the examination of a bank never 
would be finished if the genuineness of 
every bit of collateral were to be verified. 
The proposition is a novel one, and there- 
fore seemed to them impracticable. Other 
persons, more ready to accept new ideas, 
have conceded the feasibility of the 

project and said that it was certainly 
worth a trial. 

Another provision is that bank examin- 
ers shall be expert accountants, with a 
special knowledge of banking matters, and 
that they shall owe their places to their 
ability to rank high in civil service exam- 
inations, instead of ability to command po- 
litical backing. There ought to be a suf 
ficient number of examiners to do the work 
thoroughly, and they should be paid what 
competent, hard working men are worth 
in the open market. Otherwise it will be 
almost impossible to get such men. 

It is said the bill may ferbid the use 
of the word bank unless the person, 
firm, or corporation desiring to use it shall 
comply with the laws regulating state 
banks. The word “bank” certainly 
should be guarded against misuse. At 
present any irresponsible individual can 
lay hands on it and use it to deceive the 
public.

By industrial insurance is meant life 
insurance on which small payments are 
made weekly. It is found only among 
wage earners who can spare 50 cents to 
$1 a week. Or, rather, it is found 
among those who think they can spare 
this small sum weekly. In one large 
company in 1905 the average life of a 
policy before it was forfeited for nonpay- 
ment was six weeks. In another the 
number of policies lapsing during the year 
was 114 times the number of policies paid 
upon death of the insured. The money 
paid in euch cases is, lost, and yet it is 
claimed that the company does not benefit 
by a lapsed policy until three years’ pre- 
miums are paid, because the commission 
paid is so much larger than the premiums 
received that a lapsed policy is really an 
additional expense. If this statement is 
true it would seem that the way is open 
to extensive frauds by unscrupulous 
agents who could afford to hire men to 
take out policies and let them lapse. It 
is simpler to believe that the claim that 
the company loses money on a lapsed pol- 
icy is inaccurate. But there is no ques- 
tion of the loss to the insured in that case. 

If the amount of money put into an in- 
dustrial insurance policy which lapsed at 
the end of a few weeks had been paid into 
a savings bank each week and Stress of 
circumstances forbade additional deposits, 
the depositor. would lose nothing. If in 
need of money he could draw out what 
he had putin. A lapsed policy is a total 
loss. It is a- more serious thing that if 
the insurance payments should continue 
uninterruptedly for twenty years the 
value of the policy would be less than 
one-fourth the value of the savings ac- 
count. Looked at from the standpoint of 
the insured the cost of industrial insur- 
ance is too great. 

It appears that In New England sa- 
ings banks are not run for the benefit of 
stockholders, but are managed by philan- 
thropic men of wealth without salary and 
for the good of the depositors. That Is 
not the case in“ Chicago, where a savings 
bank properly conducted not only cares 
for the money of the depositors but pays 
good dividends. In both places, however, 
the bank is in a position to take up indus- 
trial insurance with little cost. It will 
not be necessary to pay commissions or 
salaries of solicitors or any larger bills for 
advertising. The insurance branch could 
be brought to the attention of the regular 
depositors by placards in the bank or by 
a word from the teller. As the heaviest 
part of the cost of insurance comes in 
getting the business, and as the collection 
of the weekly dues is a large item in in- 
dustrial insurance, savings. bank insurance 
can be carried on at a low rate with safe- 
ty. It is possible that valid objections 
may be made to the plan, but as pre- 
sented by the writer in thé Independent 
it is plausible. If the experiment is tried 
in Massachusetts it-will be watched with 
interest.

Germany's Supreme Court of Appeals has 
now rengerxed a final decision definitefy dis- 
posing of the claims of Count Alexander 
Welsburg to the rank of a prince of the blood 
of the reigning house of Würtemberg. and as 
such in the line of succegsion to the regency 
and to the throne. The count is the 27 year 
old son of the late Duke Elimar of Olden- 
burg by that prince’s marriage in 1876 with 
the baroness Natalie Vogel von Friesenhof, 
Duke Elimar always insisted that his mar- 
riage was a perfectly legal one and exacted 
that his wife should be addressed by those 


as the duchess of Oldenburg. But his half- 
brother, the late grand duke of Oldenburg, 
declined to recognize her as such or to look 
upon the union as other than one of a mor- 
ganatic character. There was a son born of 
this marriage, and after his father’s death he 
remained content with the title of Count 
Welsburg, conferred upon him by the grand 
duke of Oldenburg, and under that name be- 
came an officer of the Prussian garde du 
corps. 

When, however, the Supreme court of the 
German empire decided in favor of the claims 
of Count Leopold of Lippe to the throne of 
the principality of Lippe, in spite of his mor- 
ganatié origin and of hig American maternal 
grandmother, Count Welsburg became en- 
couraged thereby to put forward pretensions 
of his own to full fledged membership in the 
reigning house of the grand duchy of Olden- 
burg. This, of course, necessitated the res- 
ignation of his commission in the Prussian 
army, as naturally Emperor William could 
not afford to keep in his bodyguard an officer 
who was in conflict of a dynagtic character 
with one of his allied brother sovereigns of 
the German confederation. 

— 


Count Welsburg placed his interests in the 
hands of the most important and influential 
law firm of Germany, through whom he 
made demand upon the reigning grand duke 
of Oldenburg for recognition as a prince of 
the blood, and as such entitled to a large in- 
come from the family property, to a civil 
list from the national treasury, and to a place 
in the line of succession to the crown. He 
called attention to the fact that at the time 
his father married his mother there 
was nothing in the laws of the grand duchy, 
and there is today nothing in the code of the 
German empire, which prohibits marriages 
between members of the house of Oldenburg 
and members of the lesser nobility from wed- 
ding women of more humble origin. 

The defense was that the statutes forbid- 
ding mésalliances of this kind to members 
of the house of Oldenburg formed part and 
parcel of the so-called family laws, and the 
question before the courts was to what ex- 
tent the family statutes of the house of Olden- 
burg could be regarded as laws of the land. 
The courts of Oldenburg decided against 
Count Welsburg, and their judgment has 
‘been confirmed by the Supreme court of the 
empire, which leaves the count without any 
further redress. The importance of the case 
lay therein that the reigning grand duke is 
in extremely delicate health, his only son ig 
a frail child of 7, his only brother fs a con- 
firmed invalid, and that had Count Wels- 
burg’s claims been admitted he would be 
next after them in the line of succession, 
thus standing in the way of the emperor's 
two brothers-in-law, Duke Ernest Gunther 
and Duke Frederick Ferdinand of Schleswig- 
Holstein, as well as the czar’s brother-in- 
law, Duke Peter of Oldenburg, who is a Rus- 
sian by birth and nationality in spite of his 
title. Count Welsburg will therefore be com- 
pelled to spend the remainder of his life as 
such. But having a rich and charming wife, 
he is not to be pitied. 

uke Elimar, his father, was a most gifted 
man. There are many Germans in this coun- 
try who have laughed to their hearts’ con- 
tent at those popular farces which are con- 
stantly being represented on the Teutonic 
stage here as written by A. Guenther,“ or 
by I. Maler,“ the pen names under which 
the duke was accustomed to conceal his 
identity. He served with digtinction in the 
wars of 1866 and 1870, but was so horror- 
struck by the scenes which he witnessed on 
the fields of battle that he took a prominent 
part in the international peace societies, sev- 
eral letters and pamphlets bearing his name 
having appeared in print on the subject.

It is to the Supreme court of the empire 
that the duke of Cumberland now proposes 
to submit his claims to the throne of Bruns- 
wick. The cable dispatches received here 
during the last few days have brought the 
news that he has communicated to the leg- 
islature of the duchy of Brunswick his refusal 


to abandon his pretensions to the throne of 


the kingdom of Hanover, as the price of the 
succession of his younger son, Ernest, to the 
throne of Brunswick, which belongs to him, 
the duke of Cumberland, by right of in- 
heritance. The duke announces that he does 
not regard the matter ds by any means set- 
tled and that he intends to appeal to the 
Supreme court of the German empire to de- 
termine whether his 18 year old gon Ernest 


wick because he, the duke, refuses to aban- 
don his abstract rights to the kingdom of 
Hanover, which he has never contemplated 
enforcing. 

The first question to be decided by the Su- 
preme court is as to its competence to deal 
with the matter, and, if so, whether it has 
the right to override a decision ot the federal 
council, which is composed of the plenipo- 
tentiarieg of the various allied sovereigns of 
the federation. Then, t there is the ques- 
tion as to whether 1 court pos- 
sesses the right to impose by virtue of its in- 
terpretation of the existing laws of Bruns- 
wick and of the empire a sovereign upon 
the people of Brunswick whose accession to 
the throne fails to receive the approval of 
the Brunswick legislature. 

It cannot be denied that the latter is grad- 
ually assuming an extraordinary degree of 
independence toward the varigus sovereigns 
of Germany, even toward the kaiser, and 
that it is by degrees investing itself with 
authority, as the Supreme court of the United 
States, in determining the validity of the 
legislative acts, of the laws, and of the 
powers of the executive. It placed Count 
Leopold Lippe on the throne of Lippe in spite 
of the opposition of Prussia and of several 
other of the German governments, and there 
is no knowing what it may not do in the case 
of the dyke of Cumberland with his rights,

The conductor spoke what was largely the 
truth, as every person close in touch with 
choral work in this country knows, and yet 
had be been present at the Apollo club’s 
annual presentment of The Messiah” in 
the Auditorium last Wednesday evening, he 
would have had to concede that here at least 
was one chorus which at least seemed to enjoy 
singing the Handel music. The 850 men and 
women, under Mr. Wild’s direction, who 
make up that splendid organization, may 
not care way down deep ln their music hearts 
as much for The Messiah" as for some 
other works they sing, but certainly on 
Wednesday evening they gave no signs of 
such indifference. They sang thechoral num- 
bers of the famous work with an enthusiasm 
an attention to detail, a technical brilliancy, 
and an inner spiritual understanding which 
made the performance the most notable 
chorally that the oratorio has had here. 

The singing gave the impression that the 
members of the chorus had made the notes 
of the score so completely their own that 
thought no longer needed to be given to 
them. They were the natural utterance for 
the text, and only the spirit of that text 
demanded attention at the performers’ 
hands. And the spirit certainly was caught 
and made vital to the listeners. It was a 
virtually faultless prea.ntment of the choral 
part of the massive work—tonally of unfail- 
ing beauty and pu®ty, interpretatively in- 
spiring and illuminative, and as regards dic- 
tion so clear and exact that the words in 
even the most involved contrapuntal numbers 
could be understood and followed without 
reference to the printed text. The long and 
difficult florid passages were clarity and 
smoothness themselves, and made the ren- 
dition of such choruses as And with His 
Stripes, All We Like Sheep.“ For Unto 
Us, and His Yoke Is Easy cause for 
unqualified admiration and for wonderment. 
It certainly was a night truly gala for the 
Apolios and for Harrison M. Wild, their 
leader. 

— 

As for the Thomas orchestra, it, of course, 
never rehearses ‘“‘The Messiah with the 
club, and occasional roughnesges in attack 
and in shading are therefore unavoidable. 


But they were not many Wednesday evening, 


especially in the second part of the oratorio. 
The men there felt the uplifting spirit of the 
chorus’ work, and entered then into their own, 
task with more of earnestness and attention. 


All that is needed with the Thomas players 


is to rouse them and to set them something 
to surpass. Then they are instantly up and 
ready. And when they wish to do, their 
capabilities are seemingly unbounded. 
Wednesday they wished, during the latter 
part of the concert at least, and they gave 
excellent accompaniment. 

The soloists were Mrs. Genevieve Clark 
Wilson, soprano, Miss Christine Miller, con- 
tralto, John B. Miller, tenor, and William 
Harper, bass. Mrs. Wilson, who long was 
one of our own, now calls New York her 
home. Chicago crowned ner with silver dur- 
ing her sojourn here, but Gotham has re- 
placed it with bronze—more enduring, per- 
haps, but to many not so beautiful. Still, 
we all must accept what new conquests 
give, even though those conquests be gained 
in the face of dying. But, be Mrs. Wilson's 
crown what it may, her voice has under- 
gone little change, or if it has the change 
is along the lines of betterment, he tone 
seemed on Wednesday to be fuller and 
larger than when last heard, but the purity, 
the clarity, and the ease in use were still 
present in enjoyable degree. It is a voice 
admirably suited to the music of “ The 
Messiah,” and the Rejoice,” and 1 Know 
That My Redeemer Live were finely 
given, and the “Come unto Him” was 
tonally exoeptional and interpretatively 
gratifying, because taken at reasonably 
rapid tempo. 

Miss Miller is one of the best contraltos 
heard here in oratorio in many a long day. 
Her voice is a healthy, strong organ, and 
sanely, thoroughly schooled. It is a voice 
rich and sympathetic in timbre, round and 
full, yet not wanting in clearness and tonal 
definiteness. It is finely controlled and re- 
sponds instantly to all demands made upon 
it. And temperamentally Miss Miller has 
distinct quality. She evidently has brains, 
and she uses them, and it ig certain that she 
feels what she is singing. The result was an 
interpretation of the ‘‘ Messiah” solos on 
Wednesday, not a mere solemn declamation 
of tones. She gave even He was despised ”’ 
so that it became effective, and every con- 
tralto kmows what a task that is to accom- 
plish. Her O thou that tellest had joy- 
ousness in it, and she made He shall feed 
his flocks ’’ a proclamation of gladsomeness 
instead of the doleful dirge usually offered 
by tone loving contraltos.

Mr. Miller placed a thoroughly commend- 
able performance of the tenor solos to his 
credit. His voice wassteady, clear, and true, 
and his management of the florid portions 
of the various numbers tasteful and marked 
by surety and finish. He grasped the inter- 
pretative meaning of the different solos and 
translated them successfully to his hearers. 
Hils Thy rebuke was finely delivered and 
he was uncommonly successful with the try- 
ing Thou shalt break them.“ 

Mr. Harper was a newcomer” bug on 
Wednesday scarcely reached the standard 
his high reputation had justified the audience 
in setting. His voice appeared a bass of 
thick quality, with a buss on the tone 
that oftentimes mars its beauty seriously. 
The sustained portions of his solos were, 
therefore, the least satisfactory. In the 
rapid passages he was more successful, for 
he sings more lightly and, therefore, more 
clearly, and the tonal values are improved. 
His best achievement was Why Do the 
Nations,“ which he took at breakneck speed 
and managed to carry through to the end, 
albeit the best meaning of the number was 
somewhat sacrificed thereby. 

“The Messiah” will be given again to- 
night at the ..uditorium by the Apollos with 
the same soloists and orchestra.

BAILEY MASSMEETING OFF 80 
SENATOR CAN WATCH PRIMARY 


Fight Against His Re-election Thought 
to Hinge on Result in Comanche 
County on Saturday. 


Dallas. Tex., Dec. 26.—[Special.J—A state 
massmeeting called by Senator Balley's 
friends to be held in Dallas tomorrow night 
was suddenly canceled today, for the pres- 
ent, at least. Bailey hurried back to direct 
personally the canvass in Comanche county, 
where a special election on the proposition 
of “ For Bailey or Against Bailey ”’ is to 
be held next Saturday. 

The representative from Comanche county 
was instructed by the state primary last 
July to vote for Bailey.

Antiquated cl * 
and schedules, adopted under the Spanish 
régime, are responsible for the present trans- 
portation troubles in Porto Rico.
